After the United States became iIn- 
volved in the Workd war, I resigned 
by position and enlisted in the tank 
corps of the American army and 
served with the American Expedi- 
tionary forces in France. During the 


by wife secured employment. After 
receiving an honorable discharge 
from the military service as a ser- 
seant, I again entered the employ: 
of the sugar refining company. 


Early in the year 1920, my parents, 
having grown old and feeble, desired 
My assistance in business matters 
having to do with the Ripley estate, 
which they desired to have developed 
for the benefit of their children and 
grandchildren. A plan was proposed 
to accomplish this end. Those of 
the heirs who are living in Califor- 
nia, after corresponding with other 
heirs living in Samoa and at Hono- 
lulu, consulted an attorney, who 
made an examination of the land 
laws and stdtutes of the islands and 
the Samoan people. April 12, 1920, 
our attorney communiated with the 
Department of the Interior, at Wash- 
ington, D. C., requesting informa- 
tion respecting the development of { 
the Ripley estate, receiving a reply 
dated April 17th, 1920, suggesting 
that a letter be addressed to the 
Secretary of State at Weehington.| 
He also addressed a communication 
to the American Consular Service at 
Samoa, also one to the Navy Depart- 
ment at Washington, D. C., request- 
ing information as to the better meth- 
of procedure in organizing a corpora- 
tion or an association to handle and 
develop the Ripley estate. The solic- 
itor of the Navy Department, in 
reply to the inquiry advised that the 
matter be taken up with the then 
naval governor of American Samoa 
at Pago Pago. Due to the infre- 
quency of the mail between Califor- 
nia and Samoa, it was determined 
that Mrs. Ripley and I should pro- 
ceed to the Samoan islands and con- 
fer with the naval governor of the 


|islands respecting the project and

The First Trip. 

Being wholly unacquainted with 
the naval governor and wishing to 
meet him properly, two United States 
senators very graciously wrote let- 
ters of introduction to the governor 
for Mrs. Ripley and myself. We 
sailed on the S. S, Ventura, June 22, 
1920. Upon our arrival we pre- 
sented our letters of introduction to 
the naval governor and were re-

An Investigation. 

After we arrived at Samoa, we 
were also told that Lieutenant Com- 
mander Creed H. Boucher, U. S. | 
who had been detailed to the islands 
as second in command under the Heth 
commandant of the Navy Yard, had 
made a full investigation of Sa- 
moan affairs and had reported the 
results of his investigation to the 
Navy Department; that in ‘his re- 
port, he had made many grave ana 
serious charges against certain naval 
officials and their civil appointees. 
But I should state here that when 
Mrs. Ripley and I sailed for Samoa, 
we knew nothing about the contro-| 
versies between naval officials over 
Samoan affairs, nor did we know 
Lieutenant Commander Boucher, nor 
had we ever heard of him, nor did 
we meet him during our sojourn at 
Samoa, and had no communication 
with him until after our return to 
California in October, 1920. 

Counseled Patience, 

When I had been reliably informeu 
of the numeroys wrongs being per- 
petrated upon the Samoan people, 1 
counselled and advised them to be 
patient and not attempt to create 
any disturbance whatever, assuring 
them that I was confident, that, as 
soon as the President and the De’ 
partment of the Navy at Washington 
were, truly advised of condition, there 
would be a change for the better, 
and I asked the chiefs in the sev- 
eral districts of Samoa to give me 
a fair, open and full statement of 
their grievances, which I received 
with the understanding that I would 
have them properly compiled ana 
presented to the President, the De- 
partment of the Navy, and Commit- 
tees of Congress, unless the Navy De- 
partment took favorable action ana 
righted the wrongs complained of 
before a change in administration. 
The chiefs thereupon in accordance 
with the established laws and cus- 
toms of the Samoan government, 
constituted and appointed me _ their 
true and lawful attorney and repre- 
sentative to present their grievances 
to the President and Secretary of the 
Navy at Washington; they also duly 
and regularly constituted and ap- 
pointed Mr. C. S. Hannum as thetr 
attorney to eid and assist me in pre- 
paring a statement of their griev- 
ances and to proceed to Washington 
and take such action in the premises 
as he deemed advisable.
